1 . Claims 85-1 1 5 are presented for examination. 

Remarks 

2. The Examiner notes that on page 4, lines 2-5 of the specification, Applicant 
incorporates by reference the "WorldToolKit Reference Manual". The Applicant noted in 
the Information Disclosure Statement that a copy of the reference was filed in 
Application Serial Number 07/954,775. The Examiner reviewed Application Serial 
Number 07/954,775 and could not find a copy of the reference in the file. The Examiner 
respectfully requests that Applicant provide another copy of the "WorldToolKit 
Reference Manual" reference for the record. 

Double Patenting 

3. Claims 85-1 1 5 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-27 of U.S. Patent No. 
5,675,746. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the claims in the instant application are broader than 
the claims in the '746 patent. 

4. Claims 85-1 1 5 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-42 of U.S. Patent No. 
5,774,878. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
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distinct from each other because the claims in the instant application are broader than 
the claims in the £ 878 patent. 

5. Claims 85-1 1 5 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-45 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,073,1 15. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the claims in the instant application are broader than 
the claims in the '115 patent.
